What about the Grand Junction Rail- 
way } As far back as the spring of 1872 
the Town voted $100,000 to this railway 
project lured by assurances the most}:

$40,000-—making $285,000 expended in 
all thus far—and there it lays. The 
Season has advanced to June and the 
grass still has undisturbed possession of 
the line Now when is this ubout to 
end? The public has a right wo know 
and we have no right lo longer remain 
silent. Is the line in the possession of 
the bulls or the bears? Or have the bulls 
and bears formed a ring to do battle with 
public patience ? We are not inimical 
to the line ; we desire to see it progress 
asfar as possible in the Jeast possible 
time ; Lut silence has ceased to ba a vir- 
tue. Who are the present Board of 
Directors or are there no Directors ? Who 
is the President of the line?

Why is there 
nothing said? The day for the annual 
election of directors must be past.

Thoy were crected by ordinary men, and 
you may imagine how much labor tho work 
cost at atime when there’ was no carta or 
wheel-barrows, much leas railroads or mas 
sive cranes, Yoars, perhaps centnrics, were 
oceupied, and to te builders the undertaking 
must have seemed as stupendous as the erect 
ion of tho East River bridgo seems to us, 
Similar stones are found at other places in 
Brittany; but the most famous colleetion is on 
4 plain near the town of Salisbury, it England! 
This is called Stonchenge, and consists of one 
hundred and forty stones, the smallest of 
which weighs ten tons and the largest seventy 
tons, Tho remains of men and animals have 
been also found in the vicinity, and these have 
given the antiquarians a clue as to the objects 
for which the stones were raised, 

Nothing positive is known about them, but 
it is supposed they mark the temples of the 
Druids, a religious order which possessed great 
power in Franoo and England during the cert. 
tury before and the century after the coming 
of Christ, They obtained a complete mastery 
ovor the ignorant and superstitious people then 
occupying those countries, by the practice of 
mysterious arts, which often were extremely 
cruel, They professed to know the hidden 
nature’of things, and the forms and move 
ments of the sun and stars; but in reality 
they were not as wise as the children in our 
primary achools, aud the simplest tricks ofa 
good modern conjarer would surpass) their 
most wonderful ones. They were astrologers 
and herb-doctors as well as priests and histori- 
ans, and thoy attributed a sacred character to 
many planta. '

Wiuny, June 23.—A balloon passed over 
tho edge of tho lake a little south of Whitby 
about six o'clock this evening.
